R. O. EUichman, living three, miles 
southeast of the city, stated Saturday 
that off four acres of orchard in bear­ 
ing this year he had sold $607 worth 
of fruit, selling it at wholesale prices 
to local dealers and peddling none of 
it at retail. 
He has twelve acres in 
orchard altogether with eight acaes 
not yet in bearing, and says he ex­ 
pects to keep about four acres bear­ 
ing all the time, replanting from time 
to time as the old trees fail, 
in ad­ 
dition to the fruit Mr. Ellichman got 
more than $300 worth of truck off the 
twelve acres in orchard planted be­ 
tween the tree-rows, in spite of the 
extreme dryness 
of 
the 
summer. 
Three quarters of an acre in sweet 
potatoes which he 
thought 
would 
make nothing on account 
of 
the 
drouth made him ninety bushels of 
tine “ punkinyams,” which are reaildy 
salable to your local groceries atL.25 
per bushel. 
“ The trouble with many 
Denton 
County fruit growers,” said Mr. KI- 
\ Iiehman, “ is that they do not replace 
their old trees after they have passed 
their prime. To get the best results 
I expect to replant at least part of 
my orchard every year and intend to 
keep about four acres only of bear­ 
ing trees.” 
Mr. Ellichman made over $5) 0 off 
the twelve acres the past season or 
better than $75 an acre, while his 
four acres brought an income of more 
than $175 an acre, including the $25 
an acre worth of truck crops.
